ever since the C ronin m urder, and this had 
been th e subject of conversation w ith him 
ever since.

'• It seems to m e th at in its earliest stage 
the investigation ceased to be an inquiry 
in to th e m urder of C ronin, and becam e an 
in q u iry as to w hether the foul deed could 
not be fastened upon A lexander S ullivan.

THE NICARAGUA 
CANAL. 


W hile so m uch a tten tio n 
lias been 
draw n to th e c u ttin g of th e P an am a C anal 
an d th e m isfortunes of De Lesseps in pu sh ­ 
in g th a t work, very little public th o u g h t 
has been directed tow ard a w ork of even 
g reater im portance th a t has begun, and in 
all probability w ill be rapidly pushed to 
com pletion— th e c u ttin g of th e N icaragua 
Citnal. 
W e have news th a t th e first of 
A m erican w orkm en and m achinery have 
left N ew \ o r k for th e A tlan tic term inus 
of th e proposed canal— th e engineering 
forces have for a long tim e been in th e 
field. 
T he enterprise is one th a t is backed 
by cautious capitalists, w ho say th a t they 
do not propose to throw th e ir m oney away 
as did th e F ren ch syndicate and its A m er­ 
ican collaborators on th e low er isthm us. 
T h e m en a t th e back o f th e N icaragua 
schem e start in, th ey declare, w ith th e in ­ 
ten tio n of com pleting th e cu t w ith in five 
years, certainly in not m ore th a n six years, 
an d lienee m ean to have th e new w ater­ 
w ay open to th e comm erce of th e w orld in 
a com paratively b rief tim e. 
T he route is 
not so lined w ith obstacles as th a t across 
th e Isthm us of P a n a m a ; th e clim ate is 
n o t so inhospitable for th e non-acclim ated, 
indeed it is a desirable clim ate, and in 
m any respects resem bles th a t of C entral 
C alifornia. 
T h e new inter-oceanic w ater­ 
w ay w ill be m uch longer th an th a t at­ 
tem pted across th e P an am a Isthm us, and 
a considerable p a rt of it is n a tu ra l— th a t 
w hich crosses L ake N icaragua. 
T h e en­ 
tire length w ill be about 1 /0 m iles, of w hich 
a stretch of 130 m iles will he upon th e level 
o f th e highest survey upon th e route. T he 
estim ated cost is $06,000,000, but th e A m er­ 
ican prom oters h av e been cautious enough 
to provide ‘25 p er cent, for lee way, thus 
placing th e possible cost a t $85,500,000. 
N early a th ird m ore th an th is la tte r sum 
lias already been expended by D e Lesseps 
upon th e incom plete P anam a cut. 
T he 
first work th a t will be u n d ertak en on th e 
new route w ill be th e construction of 
houses for stores and w orkm en a t Cirey- 
tow n ; th e second th e clearance of th e 
h a rb o r of th at place an d th e construction 
o f w harves. 
T h en w ill come th e work 
o f 
m aking 
th e first 
section cu t from 
th e East, w hich w ill be th ro u g h sand 
and soft clay, altern atin g , for a distance 
o f ten miles. 
In th is section 
th e re is 
very 
little rise of th e land, and th e 
c u t will therefore be uniform , or n early so. 
w ith th e bottom of th e canal 120 feet wide; 
th e top 200, and w ith a d ep th of 30 feet. 
In th e elev en th m ile a rise of 130 feet is 
m et w ith, and here w ill be constructed the 
first lock. 
A h a lf m ile fu rth er west the 
second w ill he p u t in, w hich w ill he th e 
sum m it lock, and it w ill be excavated from 
solid rock. 
A t th is point an 800-foot dam 
across a sm all valley will give a four-m ile 
basin, and raise th e w ater to a b ig h t of 100 
feet above th e sea level. 
F rom th e end of 
th is basin th ere w ill he a rock c u t three 
m iles long, and of an average d ep th of 14 


feet. 
F or th e next tw elve m iles th ere will 
l>e several sh o rt cuts and sm all basins, and 
finally a dam 1,205 feet in len g th and 52 
feet in big h t, to back u p th e w aters of th e 
San J u a n riv er to th e level of, and to th e 
shores of L ake N icaragua, a distance of 04 
m iles. 
T his lake is 110 feet above th e P a ­ 
cific, and 50 m iles in len g th . 
T h e route 
w ill cross its southern end, w here it is so 
shallow th a t a channel will have to be 
dredged out. 
From th e lake th e excava 
tions will be along slopes and valleys, th e 
Chocolota creek am i Kin G rande gorge tc 
th e ocean. 
W h ile it will be a most im - 
jajrtan t work, as it w ill cu t off th e long sea 
voyage around “ T h e H orn,’’ th e g reater 
benefit will accrue to C en tral A m erica, in 
th e developm ent of w hich it w ill play a 
very im portant part. 
It w ill o f course en ­ 
large our trade w ith th e C entral A m erican 
Htatcs, and will certain ly stren g th en the 
ties betw een them and th e U nited States. 
T h e G u lf States of ou r U nion w ill reap 
g reat benefit from th e canal, for th e ir 
trade w ill 
be 
very m uch 
stim ulated 
in th a t direction. 
T he effect of th e canal 
upon C alifornia will be to sharpen compe­ 
titio n betw een carriers, and augm ent th e 
contention for and d iv ert some o f th e O ri­ 
en tal traffic. 
T he transcontinental roads 
can hardly 
be exjiected to look upon the 


w ork w ith enthusiasm , since it will put 
new com petition belore them . 
B u t the 
corporators who operate these g reat h ig h ­ 
ways are philosophers, and recognizing th e 
N icaragua C anal as an early probability 
th ey w ill sim ply prove them selves e<pial to 
an y conditions its construction mav ¡m- 
|>ose.

S in c e the breaking of the Johnstown 
reservoir, and th e awful loss of life conse- 
ijuent upon th a t deplorable event, the 
people have been considering th e question 
o f the storage of w ater, as related to its 
being a m enace to th e dw ellers below 
reservoirs. 
In m any q u arters th ere has 
been a disjosition 
to condem n all reser­ 


voirs out of hand, and to dem and th a t they 
sh all no m ore be tolerated. 
B ut th is is 
th e extrem e and th e unreflecting view. 
W ater power is th e m ost economic of all 
powers, and th a t is th e best w ater power, 
as also th a t is th e best w ater supply for 
towns w hich has its source in stored, or 
ra th e r in th e restrained flow of w ater in 
order to produce a fall needed and th a t 
m ay be called upon as required, and he free 
from th e fluctuations of h ig h and low 
w ater. 
G eorgia owes h er new era of 
progress and developm ent to h er w ater 
power resource, and New E ngland credits 
h er greatest m anufacturing interests to 
like causes, w hile m any cities owe and 
m ust be dependent upon reservoirs for 
w ater supply. 
If those who so m uch fear 
th e breaking of reservoirs, w ould confine 
th e ir objections to a field in w hich th ere 
shall be an uncom prom ising dem and for 


th e proper construction, th e regular in- 
sjiection and th e constant official and ex ­ 
p ert supervision of 
reservoirs and all 
w ater restraining works, th e good sense of 
th e country w ill come abreast w ith th e 
idea. 
T he Conem augh dam broke because 
it was ill constructed in th e first place, and 
had no proper care in th e second place. 


It appears to have been b u ilt in violation 
of th e first principles of engineering and 
th e elem entary m axim s of construction. 
T h e M ill riv er disaster, caused a few years 
ago by 
th e 
breaking 
of 
a w ater re ­ 
straining dam , and w hich was th e New 
E ngland horror of th e day, was due to faulty 
construction and to lack of proper super­ 
vision, just as was th e case on th e South 
F o rk of th e Conem augh. 
T here are re­ 
straining walls for th e keeping back and 
elevation of w ater th a t have stood for ages 
in Europe, against all floods and even 
against th e effort of m an to destroy them ; 
th ere are m any in our own county th a t are 
properly b u ilt also. 
B ut n e ith e r m anu­ 
facturing nor any o th er interests m ust be 
p erm itted in th e future to unrestrainedly 
expose hum an life to destruction by th e 
construction of dam s behind w hich are 
confined large bodies of w ater at a consid­ 
erable elevation. 
W h en w orks are needed 
to raise th e level of w aters, th ey m ust be 
constructed in such a m anner and pro­ 
vided w ith safety escapes in such a way as 
to rem ove th e m enace to all dw ellers be­ 
low. 
One lesson of th e Johnstow n disaster 
is this, th a t if th ere are any m ore floods 
from broken dam s, th ere m ust be some one 
to be h eld accountable. 
A nd th a t m eans 
th a t from th is tim e forw ard th ere m ust be 
com petent supervision of all restraining 
works to hold back w ater: th a t th e State 
au th o rities neglecting to provide super­ 
vision of such structures in th e future, will 


be am endable to th e charge of responsibil­ 
ity for any accidents th a t m ay happen 
from th e breaking of these artificial walls. 
N o m ore building of dam s m ust be p er­ 
m itted except tinder th e eye of official and 
careful engineers o f proved competency, 
and none should be p erm itted except pro­ 
vided w ith escape flumes th a t w ill relieve 
or prev en t ex trao rd in ary accum ulation and 
pressure. 


I f th e corporation of Y ale College has 
not th e pow er or th e courage to control 
th e im pudent and law less fellows who con­ 
stitu te th e classes of th a t ancient in stitu ­ 
tion, th e local au th o rities should take th e 
m atter of preserving order into th e ir own 
hands. 
It is a strange and disgraceful 
trad itio n th a t th e youths collected at th a t 
seat of learning have license to m ake 
hoodlum s of them selves, and to afflict th e 
public w ith offenses th at, com m itted by 
o th er citizens, would land them behind 
prison bars. 
Less th an a y e ar ago th e “re­ 
spectable” roughs of Y ale blew up the 
m onum ent erected to th e m em ory of th a t 
em inent scholar, Professor Sillim au. Now 
we are told of th e ir p u ttin g th e lives of 
th e m u ltitu d e in danger by th e ir assaults 
upon a passing circus and m enagerie, 
w hich so infuriated th e w ild beasts of th e 
concern as to p u t th e bystanders in im m i­ 
n en t danger. 
If college life produces no 
b etter im pression upon th e m inds of th e 
college residents as to w hat are th e ir duties 
to th e ir neighbors, th e ir country and th e ir 
God, th a n th e acts of these students indi­ 
cate, th en college life is not only a failure, 
but a positive evil to organized society. 
I h at students should indulge in sports, in 
health fu l recreation, in harm less m erri­ 
m ent, and am ong them selves in hum orous 
but inoffensive banter and joking, is a 
m atter of course; bu t th a t th ey cannot 
rest from th e labor of th e class-room ex ­ 
cept by indulgence in vandalism , law- 
breaking, property-destroying and hood­ 
lum -like conduct, is absurd, 
if two or 
th ree of these big-headed youths could be 
m ade an exam ple of before th e law, it 
m ight have a salu tary influence upon the 
college, and certainly would inspire g reater 
respect for th e governm ent of th e Y ale.

Mrs. M ay brick’s solicitors appeared for 
the defense, though R ickford, the barrister, 
was absent. 
It is reported here th at m oney 
has been received from A m erica to aid the 
accused. 
T he questions on cross exam ination to­ 
day indicated w hat line the defense will 
take before the trial at th e A ugust assizes. 
T hey were intended m ainly to show May- 
brick’s habit o f taking all sorts of nerve 
tonics containing arsenic—in short, was a 
confirm ed hypochondriac. 
Mrs. Briggs, tb e m eddlesom e friend of 
Mrs. M aybrick, cam e out in a bad light 0 1 1 
cross-exam ination. 
It appeared th a t she 
suggested th at M rs. M aybrick, w hile under 
arrest, should w rite to B rierly asking for 
m oney. 
M rs. M aybrick confided in Mrs. 
Briggs, believing her to be h er friend. M rs. 
Briggs’ only explanation was that she gave 
the advice to M rs. M aybrick in sarcasm . 
T his was the only one of the striking inci­ 
dents of the day. 
A nother point in M rs. Briggs’ testim ony 
goes to help M rs. M aybrick. 
It seem s th at 
all the bottles containing arsenic w ete 
found either in th e bed room or dressing- 
room adjoining th e one used jo in tly by 
Mr. and M rs. M aybrick, but in M rs. May- 
brick's w ardrobe, w hich alone was her ex­ 
clusive property, no poison bottles were 
found. 
A ltogether, Briggs was a good w it­ 
ness for th e accused. 
A lice T rapp, the nurse w ho opened the 
letter dropped in toe m ud by Mrs. M ay- 
brick’s baby, also in h e r testim ony a p ­ 
peared to m ake th e m ost of every fact she

certainly oilers a better education of practi­ 
cal benefit th an a great m any others. 
It 
w ould certainly help to lessen the num ber 
of youths w ho com plain th a t for th e w ant 
of em ploym ent and m eans to gain an edu­ 
cation, are forced to stand idling around on 
the street com ers sm okiDg vile cigarettes, 
if not contracting m ore pernicious habits. 
T he m atter has been alm ost definitely set­ 
tled th at the plan will be p u t in operation 
at an early day.

L atest News per Steam er From China 
ami Jap an . 
S a n F ra n c is c o , June 13th.—By the ar­ 
rival of the City of Sydney we have advices 
from Hongkong to’ May 18th, and from 
Yokohama to May 27th : 


CHINA. 
The compensation to be allowed for the 
damage done by the Chinkiang rioters is 
in a fair way of settlement. 
Meantime the 
British and American flags have been cere­ 
moniously saluted by tbe Chinese author­ 
ities. 
Judge Denny is at present in Hongkong 
consulting with Prince Ming. 
H e says he 
has no intention of resigning the Advisor- 
ship. 
The H ankow tea m arket has opened, but 
business is as yet confined to Russian 
buyers. The tea is said to be much su­ 
perior and commands higher prices. 
The Japanese M inister to Peking died 
early in May. 
Eighty highway robbers were executed 
on the 20th of A pril outside theSuan-w u 
Gate at Peking. 
The new Envoy to the United States, 
Spain and Peru is Ts ui Kwoh-yin, who 
holds the rank of an Im perial Preceptor. 
A large deposit of the finest coal has 
been discovered in the neighborhood of 
the Im perial palace of Jeho. It appears 
that in the saiue region there are 180 gold 
and galena (silver lead) mines. 
The Shanghai Courier of May 11th pub­ 
lishes with reserve the following from a 
Chung-king correspondent. 
“ Lu-chow, a 
city ot some im portance in Szechuen, situ­ 
ated on the Upper Y'angtze, about 800 Ii 
to the southwest of Chung-king, is reported 
as being nearly completely destroyed by 
fire, which broke out on the evening of the 
8th day of the 3d moon and burnt furiously 
till the 10th. Seven of the eight gates of 
the city are said to be destroyed, and the 
loss of life burnt and trampled to death is 
estimated at not less than 10,000. 
Lu- 
chow is a city that receives large quantities 
of Manchester goods, under passes, and 
native mercnants at H ankow and Chung­ 
king will suffer much by this terrible 
calam ity.” 
JAPAN. 
John F. Swift, the American Minister, 
accompanied 
by 
Dr. YVhitney, 
visited 
Prince Kitashirakawa on the 21st inst. 
Pending the ratification by the United 
States Senate of the new treaty between 
the United States and Japan, diplomatic 
matters are at a standstill. 
Kito Teijiro, a Councilor of the Agri­ 
cultura! and Commercial Departm ent, has 
been appointed Vice-Consul at New York. 
It is said that Mr. Matsuoka, Vice-Con­ 
sul at New York, is to be removed to 
London. 
It is said to have been decided by the 
authorities that the Government railways 
will be sold to a private company at a cost 
of yen 70,000,000. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
Cholera has made its appearance at Jor- 
hat (Tezpore) and some other parts of As­ 
sam. 
In Kamroop district the black fever 
has committed great havoc, and hundreds 
of persons have filien victims to it. It is 
now rapidly spreading on all sides. 
The Dutch lort at Edie has been attacked 
by a large force of Achínese, said to num ­ 
ber about 3 000, and that they have been 
repulsed with a loss of sixty dead on the 
field.
